No. 161-lTC(PN)/73 .—The terms and conditions goverr.ine the issuance ot 
import licences financed under the IDA Credit No. 402-IN dated the 25th June, 
1973 (Eighth Industrial Imports Project) as given in Appendix to this Public 
Notice are notified for Information. 

APPENDIX 

Terms and conditions governing the issuance of import licences financed under 
International Development Association Credit No. 402-IJV (Eighth Industrial 

Imports Project) 

I. The Import licence is issued with an Initial validity period of Twelve months. 

II. The goods Imported must fall under the approved list of goods as per 
Annexure I. 
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be purchased from member countries of the World Rjlhlr' 
member countries is attached at Annexure 11) bm 
excluding South Africa and South West Africa. Shipments must brarrang^ 
countries, who are members of World Bank or in In(^an 
Flag Vessels (with ocean freight payable In Rupees in India on India Flag Shlp- 
ments). It is most essential that the goods must be produced in a member 
country, and not merely transhipped through a member country. 'nemoer 

IV. Ordering: 

+ 1 . orders must be placed on the suppliers within four months fr»m 

licence If orders cannot be placed within four 
months for valid reasons, the licence should be submitted to the licensing autho- 
rities during the 5th month giving the reasons for the delay in placing orders 
and indicating the date by which orders would be placed and extension in the 
period for ordering is neces.sary. Such requests will be considered on merits 
by the C.C L&E., in consultation with the Ministry of Finance (Department of 
iiiConomic Affairs) ‘where necessary. 


(b) A .statement of orders in the form attached, vide Annexure III, should 
be sent on the flr.st of each month to (1) the Department of Economic Affairs 
economic Aid Accounts Branch, Ministry of Finance, Jeevan Deep BuUding’ 
No. 10, Parliament Street, New Delhi (Attention Shri T. M- Naraslmhan, Senior 
Accounts Officer) (2) Dy. Economic Adviser, Ministry of Industrial Development 
^ttn:.—Shri N. K. Das) and (3) to the concerned Industrial Adviser, in the 
Directorate General of Technical Development, New Delhi. Such reports should 
include particulars of all eligible licences and imports. 


Important Note.— It is necessary that ordering Is completed within 4 months 
or the extended period allowed by the licensing authority in any case. The autho¬ 
rised dealers in foreign exchange wiU not permit establishment of letters of credits, 
or remittance for payment to foreign suppliers unless this requirement Is com¬ 
plied with. 

V, Payment against I/L by remittance through Banks 

(1) Payment of the co.st of goods acquired should be made, according to 
procedure described in sub-para (6) below. Contracts concluded with foreign 
suppliers, should specify the mode of payment and also the documents required 
vide para VI below. 

(2) Payment for the co.st of goods and services acquired shall be made In 
the currency of the country from which such goods and services are acquired, 
that is, m the currency of country of origin of goods and services. To cite an 
example, if the goods are produced or originated in country A but are shipped 
from a dilterent country B or the .suppUer is located in country B or another 
country C, the payment has to be made in the currency of country A and not 
repeat not that of country B or country C. 

(3) Payment of Ocean freight charges on Indian flag vessels shipments should 
be made in Rupees in India, 

(4) Payment of Indian Agent’s commission .should be made in Indian Rupees 
to the agents in India. Such payments, vdll however form part of the licence 
value and will, therefore, be charged to the licence. 

(5) Expenditure incurred in Indian Currency for goods procured in (includ¬ 
ing services supplied from) India and also from countries who are not members 
Of World Bank (Vide Annexure II) is not reimbursable under the I.D.A. Credit 
arrangement. Ocean freight charges on vessels belonging to norumember coun¬ 
tries of World Bank is al.so ineligible for financing under IDA Credit arrange¬ 
ment. Hence importers should ensure that shipment is arranged only In ves¬ 
sels belonging to member countries of the World Bank. Foreign exchange dea¬ 
lers should also ensure that payment in foreign exchange is not made towards 
ocean freight for shipment made in vessels of non_memher countries of World 
Bank, 

(0) Detailed procedure for payment.—^Payments against the import licence, may 
be made by the Importer.s through authorised dealers in foreign exchange in India 
by remittance in the normal manner. The importers shall Indicate ill their con¬ 
tracts with suppliers that certain documents required by the I.D.A. have to be 
submitted by the suppliers to the Importers. These documents are described m 
para (VI) below and in Annexure V and should be sent alongwith a proforma as 
indicated in Annexure IV. Two sets of documents are required, one for payment 
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;!T[irposes and the other for purpose of obtaining reimbursement from IDA. The 
authorised dealers in foreign exchange, while opening letter of credit against such 
toport licence would also call for the documents from the supplier. When bills 
drawn under the letters of credit are paid by the drawee and the amount remitted 
to the prmcmal suppliers abroad, these documents would be separated and pinned 
together and founded by the dealers in foreign exchange direct to the Minls- 
toy of Finance, DEA, Economic Aid Accounts Branch, Jeevan Deep Building 
No. 10, Parliament Street, New Delhi, (Attn;—Shri T. M. Nnrasimhan Senior 
Accounts Officer), with the particulars of relative import licence duly noted on 
each of these doci^ents. In the cases where bills are received by the authoris- 
foreign exchange on collection basis tij. cover imports, the proceeds 
of me Dill would not be remitted unless the drawees fimporters) furnish to the 
authorised dealer in foreign exchange these documents for forwarding to the 
Ministry of Finance. While opening the letters of credits through the Indian 
Banks, these conditions should be stipulated in the letters of Credits by the 
Bank. 


(7) All payments must be completed within one month after expiry of licence. 
Individual payments must he arranged upon' shipment of goods, except in case 
of credit facilities, which will be permitted subject to the following conilitions;— 

(a) The Credit facility should not extend beyond 90 days fi'om the date 

of shipments; 

(b) No interest charges are payable by the Importers for the credit ex¬ 

tended, directly or Indirectly; and 

(c) All payments are completed by the terminal dale, specified above. 

VI. Documentation 


After payments, the importers must arrange to furnish immediately the vari¬ 
ous prescribed documents (Annexure V in complete shape) to the Ministry of 
Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, Economic Aid Accounts Branch, New 
Delhi to enable them to claim reimbursement from I. DA. As payments will 
usually be made through the importer’.s Bank in India, arrangement should be 
made by the importers with their Bankers to send the documents direct to the 
Ministry of Finance within a week after each foreign exchange remittance with 
the proforma, indicated in Aimexure IV. This will expedite the utilisation of 
the IDA Credit by the Government of India. This arrangement will, however, 
not absolve the importers from the responsibility of submission of proper docu¬ 
ments and the importers should obtain confirmation from their bankers that 
they have submitted the documents to the Ministry of Finance towards foreign 
exchange remittances made by them and Indicate that fact in the monthly report 
of ordering and Paj'ments (vide annexUre III). The Ministry of Finance will 
approach the importers for relevant documents if and when necessary 


Nom.—It should be noted very carelully that the documents for te-imburse- 
ments are to be forwarded by the Indian Banks immediately after paymenl.s, and 
under no circumstances, should any delay occur in transmitting these documents. 
The I.D.A, regulations require that applications for withdr.awal should be made 
promptly. Therefore, I,D,A. can decline re.imbursemcr.ta if claims for amoimts 
are delayed. Hence it is very essential that the Ministry of Finance, Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs, Economic Aid Accounts Branch, invariably receive 
the documents within a week after each foreign exchange payment. 

VII, Maintenance of Books and Beeords 

The importer.s shall maintain hooks and records adequate to identify the 
goods acquired out of the proceeds of the credit to disclose the use thereof in 
the project and to record the progress of the project. Such records and books 
shall be maintained for a period of five years after the date of acquisition of the 
goods. Importer shall enable the authorised representatives of I.D.A. to inspect 
the relevant records and documents related to the Project, the goods .■acquired 
out of the proceeds of the credit and shall afford all reasonable opportunity 
and assistance tp them for such examination where they propose to carry out 
Euch jnspectiona. 

Vin. End-use of Goods 

All goods imported against the licence will be used exclu.sively for the pur¬ 
pose of production for the domestic civilian market and for expert, 
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IX. Quarterly Reports on estimated payment: 

I.D.A. requires quarterly reports indicating the rate at which withdrawals 
are expected to he made' throughout the disbursement period oi the credit. A 
statement in form in Annexure "VI should, therefore, be sent by importers at the 
end of each quarter i.e. quarter ending September 1973, December 1P73, March 
1974, Juno, 1974 and September 1974 by the lOth of the month following the 
reporting period. In this report all import licences i.e. licences having balances 
outstanding on 25th June, 1973 and fresh licences issued on or after 25th June 
1973 issued under I.D.A. Credit should be included. 

X, Notifying i^ppllers 

The importer should apprise the supplier of any special provision in the im¬ 
port licences which affect the suppliers in carrying out the transactions. 


XI. Disputes: 

It should be understood that Government of India will not undertake any 
responsibility for disputes, if any, that any ari.se between the importers and 
suppliers. 

XII. Future Instructions; 

The importers shall promptly comply with any directions, instructions, or 
orders issued by the Government regardin'g any and all matters arising toom or 
pertaining to the import licences and for meeting all obligations under tile 
agreement. 

XIII. Breach or Violation; 

Any breach or violation of the conditions set fo:rth 
result in appropriate action under the Imports & Exports (Control) Act.

This statement should include the approximate date of ship¬ 
ment, the method of transportation (i.e. air, rail or sea) and the des¬ 
tination of the ship/aircraft, the name and flag of the vessel or air¬ 
craft (if known) and amount of ocean/air freight should be given. 

Note 1.— If shipment has not been made at the time of the appllc.ation is sub¬ 
mitted or if the application relates I 0 a down or progres.s pa.ymcnt on contract, 
evident:e of shipment should be furnished to the IDA as soon as possible after 
shipment. This evidence of shipment should be accompanied by a copy of the 
suppliers’ final invoice In cases where the application relates to a down or progress 
payment. 

Note 2.—^When commercial letters of credit are used no evidence of shipment is 
reaulred if the Bank’s report of payment indicates that documents evidencing 
shipment were produced to the commercial bank at the time payment was 
made; otherwise evidence of .shipment as described in (c)(l'j or (2) ab6ve wquld 
be required, 

Note 3.—Please note carcfuii.y that item (1) to (3) under (b) and (1) to (2) under 
(C) above are the various alternatives and what is needed is any one of these 
and not all. 

(d) If the withdrawal, is to reimburse the Borrower for a down or pro¬ 

gress payment, a copy of the contract or purchase order is required. 
It is of course only necessary to submit this document once. If 
payment has been made on a contract on the basis of work per¬ 
formed, in addition to a copy of the contract, the Borrower should 
furnish an engineer’s certificate or progress report showing that the 
payment was due. 

(e) Information regarding applicable category of the list of good.? as ap¬ 

proved by the I.D.A. vide Annexure I. 

Note 4.— Requirement at (e) above means that the importer himself of his bank 
should, while forwarding the documents to the Ministry of Finance (Deptt, of 
Economic Affairs), indicate the applicable category of the approved list of goods 
under which the import has been' made. This list of goods is indicated in An¬ 
nexure I and the licence Itself would indicate the' applicable category In each 
case. If not, the description of the goods imported would enable the item being 
classified under one of the approved category of goods. In any case, it is for 
the importer to furnish this. information and he or his bank must not require 
the supplier to indicate such Information In his documents to be submitted to 
the negotiating hank under the Letter of Credit. The importers ahoiild there¬ 
fore, note carefully that no such requirement should be included In their orders 
or the Letters of Credit.
